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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a semiconductor device with a semiconductor substrate, gate electrode with source and 
drain, dummy electrode, a stopper insulating film, a sidewall insulating film, interlayer insulating 
film, a linear contact portion defined by a conductive member extending from vertically in the 
interlayer insulating film and electrically connected to one of the source and drain region at its 
bottom end where the linear contact portion extends parallel to straight portion of the gate 
electrode when viewed above where a gap between the gate electrode and the dummy electrode 
appearing when viewed from above in linear contact portion being filled with sidewall insulating 
film such that semiconductor substrate is not exposed.
